Section  E. Inspection  and  supervision  of  Food, 

Milk  Supply , 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  have  been  visited 
220  times,  and  in  c ach  case  were  invariably  found  to  bo  in  a 
clean  condition. 

During  the  year  26  samples  wore  taken  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli,  only  one  of  the  samples  proved  posi tive . 

Pasteurised  milk  was  sampled  16  tines  during  the  year 
and  submitted  for  examination  at  the  laboratory.  Twelve  of  the 
safiplcs  were’ satisfactory  and.  four  unsatisfactory.  The  'samplos 
we're  submitted  to  the  phosphatase  test  and  also  tested  for  thb 
presence  of  b,  coli. 

Moat  and  Other  Foods, 

Food  shops  and  food  preparation  premises  wore  visited 
516  times.  The  public  slaughterhouse  owned  by  tho  Corporation 
has  been  closed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,

In  18  of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurring  the  child 
had  completod  a full  course  of  immunisation  against  the  disease. 

Scabies  Treatment . 

The  treatment  of  Scabies  continued  at  the  Copse  Road 
Depot  during  the  year.
